Theſe ſudden Conyerts are (if not miracsla) mira gra- 
tie, wonders. As wee lay of /ate conyerſton, from the 
inſtance of the Theef upon the Crois ; Ore was fo conver- 
ted, that none might deſpair, and but one, that non: might 
preſume. $2 of this fudden Cony-rſt9n,they arc Rare. A 
Paul or ſo, Thar (as hee himſclt ſaies, 1 Tim, x. 16. ) 
Chr:ft might in him ſhew forth all long- ſuffer ng , for a pat= 
eerny"0 incourage others to come into Ged, notwithſtan- 
ding they'were Perſecutors, and grieyous finners. But 
I ſay, Theſe patterns are rare, As one Job was made a 
pattern of Patience, Such diſpenſations being not or- 
dinary; For as wee lay, Nemo repente fit peſſimns, none 
come to the height of wickedneſle at once, ſo Nemo repen- 
te fit optims : A man comes not to his ſtature of good- 
neflce on a ſ#dden. 

There are ſeveral ages in Chriſt : There arelittle ch1il- 
dren, young men, and Fathers , 1 Jobs 2,12,13, And 
chere is a growth in Grace,z Pct.3.18.as well as in Natzre, 

I: order tothe appearances of grace, intrue converſion, 
tacre is a previous and precedancous act of godly ſorrow, 
which works repexrance and truc humiliation; whereby 
the ſoul (being caſt downuader the ſenſe of its former c- 
vill waites and ungodly converſation) is made humble, 
week, and /owly; judging and condemning it (clt as the 
wileſt of all others : Or at leaſt as vile as any, And thence 
(by the power of rhe ſpirit ferching ſtrength from Chriſt,

priſon one day, hee wonld put them out the next , which no 
doubt Dewi acquainted them with, for their incourage- 
ment, Which very likely made them ſo bo&d and daring, 
and to out-face ( astheydid ) the Magsſtrates, and uot 
rocare for their commands to depart the City : How will 
revenge and malice blinde a man to tell all, which hee had 
better torborn > As for the + © Fw ( ejuſ, —_—_ ) 
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(44) 
which follows, it isa further diſcovery of the ſame fþpir; 
which I ſhall paſſe over,intcnding (as the Lord ſhall giy

time and opportunity ) togivea full and diſtiz# anſye A 
to the particular of 7 homas Evens ; for as for Morgan th 
Lleyd, whoſc doQtrine he ſayes I had reproached, and con 1 


cerning which, hee ſayes, hce ſent mee a ſober note , t 
reaſon with mce publikely in my Steeple-bouſe ( as he 
callsit) which I refuſed. To that, I fay, ir'snor {v, | 
did not reprosch his doctrine, for I knew not what it wx 
nor heard it ; that Itook oftence at ( and juſtly )* wy 
that any man ſhould izrrade , and thruſt himſelf, yes 
'force himſelf into my Pulpit, upona day , and at a time 
which was not aſſigned for Publike LeJrre , wherey 
himſelf, and Erb#ry, had not long betore made a kindeq 
a publike conteſt , tothe diſturbance and #»ſerling of th 
pcople in another Congregation; Erb»ry atthat time be 
10g {ufticiently known to bee tainted with #»ſo4d opin: 
ons » and Lloyd himſclt much difliked- And truly («, 
ſpeak my minde in this NR it Morgan Lloyds na: 
had been, or were to that purpoſe, I ſuppoſe, that Mini 
ſter, that in theſe brawling and heretical times, ſhall enter 
tain motions for pablike conteſts, with ſuch as run up anc 
down, and make it their 6xſizeſſetowrangle, and comen 
in things dowbrfxl and uncertain, ſhall not provide for hi 
own peace, nor the peoples eft abliſhment inthe truth , by 
giving them entertainment, It the dottrines wee tcact 
were unſound, or our fclves not able todiſcharge our ds- 
tz, it would bcea favour {or ſome to come and help us 
when orderly, and peaccably ſent, or called ; but other: 
wiſc, for mcn of #;quier and rambling ſpirits, ro impeſ: 
themſelves upon us, is ncither Chriſtian nor civil: And; 
conceive, thoſe who are carcful to preſerve the peopl: 
irom infet:on, do not well to encourage ( much lcffe to 
invite) them, 

Nor are the people competent Judges in doubtful mat: 
ters, andare ( asI ſaid before) much ſwayed by th: 
inspndence and confidence of a bold and daring Oppo 
eur, 
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I have now but two or three things more to ſpeak ro, 
and ſo I ſhall come todeal, by way of charge » upon my 
Adverſary , wherein I ſhall have {o much matter , AS 
that I mult of neceſſity avoid all debates, aid alte:cati- 
ons with him , in matter of defrize, and this upon a 
double account : 

Firlt, becauſe their dofrines, juugenent, and way of 
arguing, are ſufficiently known » and an{wcred already , 
and | am not willing to draw the ſame Saw of contention 
everlaftingly , not caring for the laſt word inthe quar- 
rc], 

And ſecondly , leſt by taking up too much time 1n 
thole things, of which the reader may be clle-where bet - 
ter (atisficd , ( as in Mr. Themas of Vblegs molt ſober 
and Chriſtian anſwer z Mr, Baxter, Mr.Ford, and others) 
I bee prevented of what I prizcipally intended, which ts 
to diſcover the hypocriſie and untoundnefl: of a Quakers 
converſion, and to exemplihe ity in this manin particu- 
lar, which you ſee I have in part performed, by diſcove- 
ring his railing, lying , and maliciozs dealing , in which 
trade hee ſtill continues ; and thercforc , page 47. hee 
charges mce , that I would have joyned my {elf as a 
member of Holl:Fers Congtegarion , but finding by diſ- 
courſe with him, that there was no place for my imper iow, 
proud, and pragmatical MHaſterſhip over them, they heard 
110 more of mee in that particular, ul the ſtate of things 
were changed , and then becamean adverſary to ſepa- 
rated Churches, and to that in Briſto! eſpecially ; this is the 
full of thecharge, This ſtory I aflure my (elt hee had 
from Dewvis : But how doth hce know that Dennrs (ayes 
rruch 2 Tothis, I oppoſe this true relation, when Thomas 
Evens came firſt to this Ciry ,(I defiring to know him tu! + 
ly) hada purpole to invite him to my houle to dinner , 
and underſtanding that hee would bee at the houſc of 
Robert Purnil inan evening, went thither , where I mer 
himyand moſt (I think) - ; that Congregation , at al Cx- 
crciſe of Religion, where I continucd , Mr, Evens being

delivered an{ound and erronious, I forbore ( for divers 
xeaſons ) to ſpeak to it, til molt of the company were 
diſmiſſed , when ( conceiving it conyenient ) I told 
him of that erconious dorine which hee had delivered, 
and ſpakefully to it; ro which Mr, Evens making nci- 
ther 4aſwer norexcuſe, Mr. Purnil (for nowT am nor 
{peaking to, or of Quakers ) and theretore let me uſe our 
ordinary and civil language) with many good words 
approved of what I ſaid , and {pake ſomerhing in excu'e 
ot Mr. Evers, Whereupon, Mo9n(being preſent)with 
much aft-ctionuled thele words , Why ſhould not Maſter 
Farmer bee one of our Congregation? ( for | had never 
mer them formerly ) which was ſeconded thus by Miſtreſs 
Nethway : Aye , Mr, Farmer , it you would bee one of 
our Congregation, you may bee choſen Paſtor atter- 
wards, which words ( the very thoughts of the martcer 
being ſtrange to mee) I do protefie, made mee wonder > 
which produc'd this reply from mee , Choſen Paſtor Mi- 
ſtreſs Nethway! What mean you? To which (after 
ſome other words ) ſhee laid, ſhee was told, that if I 
might bee choſen Paſtor, I would joyn with them , which 
1 dezying , and ſhee affirming again that ſhee was told {o, 
but would not tell mee by whom (bur 'tiscafily ſuppoſe- 
able) Irthcn preſently appealed to Mr, Pwrnill, then pre- 
ſent, to witneſs for mee to the contrary , ro whom tor- 
merly (in diſcourſe) I had declared ſevere! times, that I 
could not joy» withthem, which hee at that time witneſ- 
{cd ; and this tobee a truth, I appeal to that light and 
truth of God that ſhines in his and their conſciences, and 
which I hope they will not daretoſtifle, ( notwithſtand- 
ing that diſtance which is now between us.)

.denied himlfelt ro bee a Miniſter, ( and is now turned A- 
zabaptiſt ) tobce one of the publick Lettwrers inthe City,

account of it (flo far as concernes my {elt ) thereby to

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diſcover theſe lyars to the kN It's well known C up? 
on the death ot the late King) what endeaverys there 
wcre by the then Parliament, tor (cerling the Nation in 
peace : In order whercunto, there was an engagement 
drawn up, and required to bee {#6ſcr:bed by all perſans : 
And it is as well knownin this City , how oppoſite Ma- 
ſter Jef aforeſaid, ( together with that other Brother) 
was thercunto; and what expreſſions, concerning that 
matter, were uſed by them, both in prayer and preach- 
ing, I necd not mention:By which means there was much 
averſeneſe in many of this City to this ſettlement , they 
being honeſt men, and having a great i»fl#exce upon the 


people : Arthis, I (hirſting for a ſetted peace ) was* 


much offended, and did endeavour, with themſelves, pri- 
vately totake off their oppoſition , and publikely to ſettle 


the people, declaring my diſlike of their —_ With 


this, and the like expreſſions z that i they ( the Preach- 
ers ) did apprebend thoſe aio»s of State ( whereby they 
endeavoured a (ettlement } as evil, they ſhould go up to 
WeſtminFfter , and declare 1t to thoſe who had the powery 
and not trouble the - wn wick thoſe things , which they 
had no ability toamend , or power to withſtand ; and for 
chat their doings would but raiſe an impotent diſguſt and 
oppoſition, with the pablike prejudice; further , telling 
them of an evil which I had formerly obſerved, and was 
now by them pra&:;/ed, that men would preach Court 
Sermons in the City, and City Sermons at Court, which 
I conceive an »»profieable kinde of preaching , when our 
Sermons are not ſxiced tothe capacity and condition of 
our Auditors, 

And indeed, asto the matter alſo, Ialwayes conceived 
it, ( and do ſtill) as favouring too much of the beyond- 
ſeatemper , tor Miniſters to meddle with State matters: 
Of which (ce a large diſcourſe, entituled, A Caſe of Con- 
ſcience, concerning Miniſters , medling with State matters; 
in, or out of their Sermons, reſolved more ſatsfattorily thaw 
heretofore , which was then written by Mr. Johz Dwry,

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and prblike ſpirit, and one with whom Biſhop Hal, and 
Biſhop Davenavt , had ſeveral endeavours formerly , for 
{erljng peace inthe Churches ; which book was licens'd 


by Mr. joſeph Carril ,comaining about twenty five ſheets . 


of paper ; 1old at the Stay in Corx-hill, 1650, 

Bur to go 01, they ſtill perſiſt in their way » during 
which time, Mr. Craddock coming tothis City , and lodg- 
ing ( as I was informed) at Holliſters , I went thither, 
( which I ſeidome uſed to do) ro deſire Mr, Craddock to 
preach for mee at Thomas ; bur hee not being then with- 
in, and fayirg tor him, Holſter, and my iclt, talking of 
the times , and leveral matters , and4 (among others) of 
their epps/tions 1n publike , I did then ſay, 1t was not fie 
ro bee {ufftered y ſo to hinder a ſettlement, and to alienate 
mensafteRions ; artd this wasall, and this ( as youlce) 
but eccaſiora/: And before that, ſpecial occalion was given 
by Mr. jeſſop himſclt, for his removal, in a Sermon which 
hee preachzd atterwards, upon which, and tor which, 
hee was o#ted ; andot which, I knew not, nor bad any 
hand in, eve way, or ether , cither by writing, ſpeaking, 
or {11ggeltion to any perſon what ſcever + Nor did I eyer 
{peak with Holifter at any time, after that occafronal difſ- 
courſe , atoreſaid, concerning it ; and what I did ſpeak, 
having reſpect to that other Brother, as well as Mr. /eſop ; 
which extivg and baniſhing from the City , was ſo tar 
from my expcttatian, and ſcemed ro mee fo rigorow , 
that | psblikely raxed and declared again(t their hard 
dcalingy as 1s ( Idoubt not) well known to divers that 
hcard mee , the notes whereof I have ſtill by mce; fo 
that my «:c/aring againlt their rigorous and harſh proſe» 
cutions, raiſcd the ſpleen of that froward adverſary Holi- 
fter againſt my (cit, and procured that ſcanda/upon me ; 
t contc(s I then thought it fit they ſhould bee filexc'd from 
oppoſing Authority , ana 44ndring (as much as in them 
lay ) the ſettlement of the peace of the Nation ; ( wherc- 
of this City is no incon{iderable parcel) but baniſhmcnt 
from it, was far from my thoughts. 

And whereas my Adyerſary alledges, that I urged as 
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an argument to this purpole, that till then, the City wow!4 
wot bee 1 quiet: If hee ſay that I uſed theſe words to 
Holliſter, ( tor I never ſpake with any other, nor him, 
other than as aforeſaid } it is yery falſe : Bur this I ac- 
knowledge , ſome of theſe words were ſpoken by mee, 
to, and miſtaken, (roſay nomore ) by Mr, /efop him- 
ſelf, upon this occaſion - A tew daies betorethe time al- 
lotted tor his departure, IT mer him upon the Tolzey, and 
{uppoſing that much of Hollifters heat againſt him, was 
for his zealous aſſerting of Presbyrerial dilcipline, in op- 
poſition to /»dependency, (of which hee had treated much 
1 his Le&ures ) Iecndeavoured to per{wade him to an 
accommodation and compliance, (as not thinking the 
quarre] worth ſo much contention ) and offering my ſelf 
to mediate between them; (as being indifferent in that 
matter ) bur M. Jeſop itiffly perſiſting in his way, ( and 
knowing Hoelliſters temper, who was then in his heights) 
] told Mr. /eſſop , that then there was no quietneſs to bee 
look'd tor among us, which words, hoyy they have been 
miſappliedby (ome, let it bee conſidered by them whoare 
concerned. 

And for Mr, Ieſop, I deſire him to remember , that hee 
and I parted not in diſcoment each with other, which no 
rational man will conceive could bee, it I had ſpoken 
thoſe words in ſuch a manner as I am charged. And Ma- 
ſer /eſſop may further remember , ( if hee pleaſe ) that I 
went to Mr, Tongs to ſpeak with Mr. /ngelo, ( who was 
thereata marriage that morning ) to procure him to 
mediate the matter, in bebalt of Mr. Iefop, for his continu- 
ance , but Mr, /»gelo was (a little betore) gone his 
journey towards London , ſo that my intention was fru- 
ſtrate, and (as I perccived afterward) would bave been 
ſo, notwithſtanding 3 tor I after underſtood , the quarrel 
was od and invyetcrate againſt him in ſpecial, as apyeared 
by their violent proſecu.iov, For whereas his ſcnrence 
was, to depart tex miles oft the City, they followed him) 
with their rage, as tar as Tewksbury , thirty ſeven miles 
diſtant, hindering there his - "woman which deal- 
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ing of theirs ſo far provok'd my ſpirit, (inhis behalf ) ag 
that I drew their odiwm upon my lelf, as aforeſaid. And 
whereas it's further charg'd, that I did promote the outing 
hin, to i» my ſelf into Nicholas, and that I forc'd my (elt 
upon them , and that I procured an order, &c, this is ſo 
falſe, that there is not the leaſt ſhadow of truth in ic, more 
than this, that Iam now i». Bur it's well known ( and 
will bee acknowledged ) that above half a ycar (and 
more) after Mr, 114? was gone , and the Church lay 
void; and notwithſtanding I was divers times deſired by 
ſome of the Pariſhioners to preach the Txeſday Le&ure, 
: and $abbath-day Lecurc, or cither; I refuſed it, an dil 
_—R—— ic, endeavour to ſettle my felt ar the Colleage , ( as being 
terhee was oath to takea Paſtoral charge) which thiag by the help 
yong,e're 1 ace Of Mr, Aldworth, and Mr, Hodges, (and other friends of 
cpied'i® mineiathe then Parliament ) Idid efe& and compals, 
and had 150. pound per anyum, ſetled upon mee by or- 
der, and which is ſince ſtill paid rohim who doth there 
officiate, and one Sermon I preached in ordey to it; where- 
upon the chief of the Pariſh of Nicholas ( percciving [ 
would remove from Thema: ) the occaſion I wil) not 
mention, becauſe I am not willing to offend any : They 
caliing a Veſ{ry, ſent the principal of them unto mace, to 
defire mee ro come to them, which I ( acknowledging 
their love and reſpe&) refuſed ; but they ſtill urging me, 

I rook time to con{ider, and about a week after they came 
u:1to mee again accordingly , and obtaincd their deſire ; | 

and afcerwards they drew a Petition, fubſcribed by them, 
and ma»y of the Pariſhioners, intending to preſent it ro 
the Committee here, for my eſtabliſhment ; and under- 
itanding that this Committee here, had no power to do 
x, they (ent upto the Committee above, and ctcted it; 
and fince Iam { ina fort) intorc'd ro it, I ſhall declare 
the two principal reaſons of my acceptation : The one 
was, I was perlwaded by them, ( and many other of my | 
friends) that in regard weft of the inhabitants ncer and 
about che Colledge, were perſons of another judgement 
than my (elf, incvi/ matters, 1 ſhould hayelittlc conver ſe 
OL 
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or comfort among them , but rather the contrary; nay, 
ſome did ſuggeſt ro mee, that my ſettlement there , was 
procured by ſome who bore mee no good wif!, on pur- 
poſe to make mee weary,and ſo to leave the City ; bur 
that I ſatisfied them, the matrer was of my own {ceking, 
and endeavour ; and the other reaſon was that going 
ſo far out of the City, I ſhould not have any opportunity 
of any Charch communion, and Chriſtian fellowſhip, 
with any conſiderable number, of which I was convinc'd 
to bee a duty, alchough I was then unwilling to under- 
go the burthen of a Paſtor, And indeed , conſidering 
that {ome honeli=hearted Chriſtians in Thomas Pariſh 
C( with whom | had there communion ) did ſtill defire it; 
and hoping that divers of Nicholas, ( having formerly 
been exerciſed in it ) I ſhould finje them more comfor- 
tably complying » than thoſe who had been a long time 
ſtrangers to ir, Idid the more willingly imbrace ir ; but 
as for the ady antage, in removing from foor Thomas , to 
rich Nicholas, ( asthe Calumniator phraſes ic ) let him, 
and the world know, that upon theſe grounds I removed 
trom the rich Colledge, to pory Nicholas ; nor was it the 
poverty of Thomas (though poor enough) that made 
mee leave them ; nor was it ( or could it bce) filthy 
lurre, or (ordid NO » that drew mee to Nicholas, 
which could by no reaſonable man bee imagined, would 
amount to what was {ctled upon mee at the Colledge, Ard 
fince I muſt boaſt, ( bur *ris to {ccure the credit: of my 
Mimnfſtery, that it (uffer nor damage in any thing , I will 
do it alittle further. ( having good witneſs of the truth 
on't ) Atter I had conſented to come to N.chelas, and 
came to give them a mceting at their Ye#ry; although I 
knew, that with much 4diffics/ry they raiſed, what ſome of 
them had ingaged unto by bond, to M, Feſſop , and which, 
asI have heard, was not above cighty pound- per annum; 
yet when they ask'd mee , what would content mee for my 
labonr , ſo far was I from (ecking my (clt, as that I told 
them , 1 would not make a bargars for preaching the Goſpel, 


butt that 1 wonld de my duty , and leave them to dotheirs :- 
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2nd low richly it hath been performed by then, (I ſpeak 
not of all) lam 4/hawdto mention : SUre, nut beyond 
oor Thomas , nor ſo mnch (by two paris in three) which 
. Jej/op now reaps, as] am informed 3 a 1d which place 
was ſeticd upon him, upon my commc1:dati-ns ot him 
to M. Strong , at Weſtmizſter , and whica M, Strong 1h» 
tended toler him know, had hee not been puevemcd by 
dcath , hea premature , it heehath not done it turmerly : 
But much good may it do him, and mu h good may he 
dothem:1 cnyy no mans gainor prejterment ; aor will the 
innabitants of Nicholas lay, I contend with thei tn that 
matter » although I have cauſe enough to take notice of 
their negle& ( yea » and fin) in this particu ar, For I 
dare ſay, there are tew handy=crafts men that work upon 
ſo ſmall incouragement ; tor, I {uppoſe , their calung 

feeds their family, 
I have been the larger inthis matter , becauſe ſome 
perſonsare, and have been as wiliing tO take #p , and 
{prcad thisly and calumny , as others have been to raiſe, 
and make it : And truth it is, I (hou:d bardly have un- 
dertaken toanſwer his railing Pamphlets , but to ſatisfie 
the world in theſetwo laſt particulars, and to wipe off 
the aſperſion of baſe forgery , which my ſoul abhors;

Are they: handicrafts meny Are they not callings and 
imployments for perſons of [iberal, and { in ſome mea- 
ſurc ) learned educations? The meaneſt of them,(I mean, 
iare{pe& of abilities) is that of Chamberlain ; and of 
my delire to it, I] may poſſibly elſe-where give au ac- 
count, in anorher diſcouric, upon another occaſion , ( if 
God p:rmit) and yet that is not a !yade neicher , bur , as 
hce himſelt calls it, an-Offce , and not unworthy of an #z-

Bur here wee may (ce , how malice will multiply ; and 
that Georges meaſure of Perfefti;n ( both in wit and ho- 
neſty } 1s very (mall: Nor doth all this any whic cake 
oft the exception againſt mechanical undertakers , who 
from either Coblers Stalls, or Taylors S hop-boards, ſtey up 
into the Pulpit , without any jult call, or competent abili- 
ties » ( cither xatrral, or acquired ) bur a good memory, 
whereby they can only deliver, what they have from 0- 
ther mens Sermons, not being able to maintain wha: they 
ſay » more than another well inſtru&ed and ordinary 
Chriſtian may do, which yet is not {ufhicient for a Afini- 
fter ; and ſhould ſuch a XLziſtery bee countenanced, ( to 
the diſparagement of Learning ) farewel Religion to the 
next Generation ; Winch no ſober and underſtanding Chri- 
ſtian, but will have reſpe& untogand which, no doubt, the 
Feſwites look at ; and therctorc have no little influence in 
upholding ignoraet and avletter'd perſons among us, Bur 
now after all this lying ſtory of ſo many trades , Ve tell 
one {tory ( but a ſhort one )) which this occaſioned, One 
telling a Gentlemax (a Juſtice of Peace) who hath knowa 
mee long, and my manner of living , of this paſlage ot 
Georges, charging {0 many imployments upon mec, iu 
ſuch a ridiculous way; (by numbring them up ) Yca, 
but ſaves the Gentleman , Cas Captain Biſhop ſay that 
Mr, Farmer had plaid the knave in any of them all > And 
hee knowes George almoſt as well as I do. And now (as 
inmy Narrative, page 37- 38.) And hee in his Throne 
of lies, page 95.96.) behold the impolture + and the Im-

Him whom they call Captain Biſbop. This man (not- 
withſtanding the former letter of defiance againſt Nay- 
lor) is charg'd by mee with complying with Naylor, be= 
cauſe hee writ a letter in his behalt to ſorme in the Parlia- 
mem ; and thereupon I charge him with colluſion and 
jugling.

and upheld by ſome Sowldiers, then in chick Command, in

power intheir hands) for their exemies (te. G eorger,aud 
the Petitioners) are yours , axd ſo you will finde it, if pro- 
vidence ſhould ever grve an opportunity, Burt you George, 
( who I doubt nor had the great hand in drawing this Pe- 
tition) you are a moſt ſpecial and loving friend to his 
Highneſs : Fie George, fic, wilt thou not bluſh when thou 
ſhaltthinkot thy fellow-Cirizens reading this Petition,, 
who know thee lo well > I would not have taken this 
Pains, but to let the world ſec, what Saints you Quakers 
are, being mindful of my title page, and promile. 

And now to go on, and {ce how George can free him- 
ſelf inthe matter of the Lord Craven , which, ſayes hee, 
( page 98.) 1 ſcemoccaſionally ts bring in, but chiefly in- 
tended, thereby to aſperſe his name and wonnd his reputati« 
en; inthatIſay ( page 37. of my Narrative ) that bee 
was the great Agent in breaking and tearing the Lord Cra- 
vens eftate in preces, Why George ? What is the mat- 
tr? Is it anaſperſing of your name; and a wornding of 
your reputation, to lay, that you -were the great Agent 
1n breaking and tearing the Lord Cravens eltate in picces? 
Doth it touch? Are you ſore thereabouts? ( Ah guiir, 
guilt} This worm of conſcience.) But ftand, ſtand ] lay, 
| muſt touch you, and handle you the re alittle more > 
Poſkbly Lamay bee inftrum ental for yur ggod , to.open 


te 
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thew/cer, and Ict out the FM which lying 'there in 
thy conſcience, and impoſtumating, mightdeltroy of a 
{udden. Come, ſtand, better now than hereafter : Oh 1 
how ſhould A that I might bee inſtrumental to 
help him to a fight of his fin , and ſo to true repen« 
tance ? 

To proceed,the Lord Craven eſtare is broken in piec- 
ces, thar cannot bee denied; but, ſaycs George, it was 
confiſcated by A# = Parliament, and the att was not 
his, but theirs : And how ean that att bee charged upon 
wee, who had not todo in the paſſing thereot? Well, 1 
ſhall ſhew you how by and by : But in the mean cime, let 
mee ask you George, Is it not poſſible, that a Parliament 
(upon miſ{-informarion) may do that which 1a irs ſelt is 
unjuſt, and they not fo in doing it? I pray God deliver 
this Nation from the gaile of unjuſt ations, both ia mat- 
ter and manner. Suppoſe you, ( or ſuch a one as you ) 
having accidental diſcourſe with another , about a third

and do you, if youcan, ( or any man elſc) charge wee 
for doingthe like, and I'le make them reſtitution, whom 
I have ſoinjured ,it any ſuch there bee; as lure I am there 
isnot, 

Vletcll you George, my buſineſs there, was not to bee 
an /»former againſt any man, neither did I fo ; nor was 
it ro poſſeſs my (clt of any mans eftate (cither goods or 
money) the Committee had both their Colettors and 
Treaſurers to that purpoſe , I have ſate there many a 
{core of times Chair-man inthat Committee, As alſo 
the LordSte:l, now the Lord Chancelour of Ireland } 
bath done the like; this hundreds (and wany in this 
City) know : I was not their »wderling, or Clerk, (as you 
were )) to {it bare to your Mafers, they had ſeveral 
Clerks ( better , and honeſter than you ) and under- 
Clerks, torhat purpoſe z no ( George ) my bulineſs was, 
to ſee right done bet weenthe Parliament, and thoſe who 
were their enemies, not to make them encmies, who 
were not, but to ſee juſtice done onthoſe who were, ac- 
cording to #mformation brought in unto them; and this 
1s the xejoycing of my heart at this moment » even the re- 
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ſt imony of my conſcience , that I was alwayes fearful of 
making thoſe offenders, who were not 3 and if I imchyed

in; nor bave [ uſed , nor do 1 know of any indivrett proceed= 
ingy in that whole buſineſ1 of Craven and Faulconer , oy 
done otherwiſe, than in the faithful diſcharge of my daty, 
And further, that during the time of my p«blike ingage- 


. ments, (which have not been a few ) and my whole con- 


verſation, as | have reccived mercy to have a witneſle,

Geo:ger protes here, for cleargng of my conſcience, and the ſatisfattion of 

Kuivns, all the ſober-minded, to whom thu may come, and for the 
ſtopping of thine and all landerons months , in the drcad and 
preſence of the living and eternal God, who is Judge of hea- 
ven and earth, before whoſe Judgement-Seat, thou, and wee 
muſt all appear, that every one may receive the things doue ( 
in his body, according to that bee hath done, good or bad. In 
my own, and the name of thoſe ſervants of the Lord whom 
thou reproacheft, declare and affirm , that neither faltion, 
diſcomtent, diſaffetted humour \ pride, affetted-fngularity, 
(which are all of them thy ſlanders ) nor any other thing, 
was the cauſe of our joyning unto them. But having many 
of us, XC.

Now that my Reader ( who is a ſtravger in this mat- 
ter) may go along with mec with naderitanding ; I

andthe Kings promiſe) rhey drew up awether ſhort Pc- 
tition, to put him 19 minde of his promiſe; and mecting 
the Lord Craven there, ( who they knew to bee a tricnd 
ro ſouldicrs ) they entreat him to turcher that their Peri- 
tion, hee knowing nothing of the former; nor did it ap- 
pear that the Lord Craves promoted this ſecond Petiti» 
on, which it hee had, there was not any thing offenſive : 
but che Scatch King weat oi next morning, Without 


giving any rclict to the P ners , as Captain Briſcs, 
one of them ſwears, at Fau/Mer: tryal, inſomuch tl121 
Faulconer (being diſcontented that hee got no moneys ) 
laid, ( as hee was going intothe Town) This is a horrid 
thing, that wes owed bee in this caſe, to follow a thing, they 
call a King , Goddam me, [ will go into England , and do 
all the miſchref { can, as Col, Drery (another of the Petiti- 
oners) informed, at Faxlconmers tryal:of which atterward, 
Now that you may bettcr know what a manner of 
perſon this Fax/coner was, and how fit tor any deſperate 
undertaking; it was at his tryal (worn againſt him , that 
hee drunk a health npon his knees to the devil, inthe open 
itreets at Petersfield ; and that then hee uſed theſe words, 
I have ſpent my brothers eftate , and my own, 1 will never 
want mone) , for whilſt there is any in the Nation , I will 
get one way or other, and 1 will doe ſomething 
of infamy zo bee talker of , that the name of Faul- 
coner ſhall never die, One James Greham (wore a- 
ainſt him, that aſter the ſiege of Ex*ter, ina Cellargthere 
ee the ſaid Faulconer put into Grehams hand a two and 
ewenty ſhillings piece of gpld, {wearing , Dan him blood 
and wounds , bee wonld bugger his ſoul tr bell, Another 
(wore, that dams his, and ſink him were his uſual exprefſi- 
ons. One Bradley teſtified, that hee heard Fawulconer (ay, 
our Saviour Chriſt was a baſtard, and a Carpenters ſon; 
and carried a basket of tools afcer his Father : Mr. The- 
as Dyer of Briſtol, ( being produced as a witnels ) did4 
declare, that Fas/coner conteſt to him , chat hee had ren 
pound of a man, by procuring one co perſonate Captain 
Bsſhop, M 3 'Thus

Thus a Citizen ins Faulconer to get Captain Bi- 
op rodo a buſineſs for him , hee promiſcd Faulconer 
twenty pound, ten pound in handy and ten pound after- 
ward ; Fanlcoxer got one to perſonate Caprain Biſhop, 
and to goalong with himto the Citizen , which man1o 
crſonating Captain Biſhop, promiſed the Cicizen ( up- 
on the account of Major Faxlconers good (ervices tor 
the publike) to aftord him his beſt aſſiſtance in efte- 
ing what was defircd in Dd » and (o Faxzlconer 


got the ten pound, 

It was allo proved, thakFas/coner was committed to 
Goal, inthe County of H:ddleſex, for {uſpition of tclo- 
ny ; and thence, by order from the Lorg Chief Juice 
Ralls, to Newgate; and thathec had becn committed to 
Ailsbary Geal , upon (uſpition of telony , robbery , and 
murther, 

Now this Fa#lconey having been over at Breda, (as a- 
forclaid) and returniag into Erglaxd, George Biſhop (be- 
ing Clerk to the Committee for informations ) has to do 
with him , from whence hee receives information of di- 
vers plots and defignes of the adverſe party to the Parlia» 
ment. 

But (ro come to the buſineſs) the Lord Craven, 
( having a great Eſtate in Englandof Land, beſides brave 
houſes, one in particular , that coſt twenty thouſand 
pound the building , beſides brave and gallant woods 
and timber ) being tþus beyond Sea, and never atted a» 
gainſt the Parliament in armes, a long time after Fa/- 
coxer had been over, and given in his informations, of 
enemies aftings ; and haviog aid nothmg of, or againſt 
the Lord Craven, an information is Erawn up agaioſt 
the ſaid Lord Crate». in Fawlconers name, as the infor- 
mant, which is as tolloweth.

Bohemia, and her two Daugiters, came tv Breda, 
tothe Scots King Charles, and went not thence cill che 
King went to Hewſleidke, a houle of the Prince of 0- 
ranges; that during that time » this Informant ſaw the 
Lord Craves divers times in | 4m with che (aid Kiug, 
and every day with the (aid Kirg at the Court there , 
lice being there with the Queen of Bobemia, and her two 
daughters, to. take their leave ( as they ſaid) of the 
King of Scots, before hee went to Scorland: That ſcyc- 
ral Officers, about thirty in number, made a Petition to 
theſaid King, ro entertain them to fight for him again/ft 
the Commonwealth of England , by the name of "5 Dk 
and inhwmane Rebels, either in England or Scotland, for 
the recovering of his juſt rights, and re-inſtating him in 
his Throne; and deputed this Informant and Colonet Drn- 
yy to preſent the ſaid Petition, who indeed drew the ſarnc, 
that when the Informant, and ſome other Officers came 
tothe Court at Breda, intending to preſent the ſaid Pes 
tition immediately tothe Kings hand , but finding the 
Lord Craver very neer to him, likewiſe the Marqueſs of 
New-caftie, who preſentcd his brother , Sir Charles Ca+ 
vend:rſh, to kils the (aid Kings hand , the evening before

If you will not anſwer chuſe, let rhe reader judge : You 
took ſuch informations from Dr#ry and Briſco , d1d you 
not ? *Tis plain you did ; Did not their depoſitions ex- 
caſe an] acquit the Lord __ » and proyc Fanlconer 

pete 
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perjur'd ? 'Tis plain they did : Had'not Drury the ori- 
ginal draught of the Perir1onyunder & anlconers own hand- 
writing, which at his Try«/ was produc'd, and hee could 
not «{eny » and which hee conteſt upon his death-bed, 
to bee the t7xe and right Petition? This is molt certain y it 
cannot bee gain-faid ; the teſtimonies of thele rwo men

And whereas you ſay , your duty was to take and kyep 
ſuch informations as concern d the Committee, and to do with 
them according totheir, or the Conncels, or the Parliaments 
orders, Did any of them order you to ſuppreſs or conceal 
the teſtimonies of theſe two men?

mult not magnific Parliaments,as if they were infallible in 
themſelves , eſpecially when Knaves are proſecutors , 
and as bad are agents or Miniſters underthem; and hee 
that ſhall readily obey their «»j«ſt commands , knowing 
chem ſ{oto bee, ( while there is time and opportunity to 
offter ſomething to the contrary ) ſhall inſtead oi honowr- 
ing them, do them the greateſt diſſervice in the world, 
(viz,)wrong the inn.xcent, Fle give you an inſtatice or 
ewo within my knowledge ; there were in the hands of 
Sir Robert Rich, then a Maſter of the Chancery , (put in» 
co his cuſtody upon a ſuir depending in that Court ) 324 
Diamonds,with many other rich things of gold and pearl, 
and writings of great value, upon an information given 
1n to the Commuttee for examinations at Weſtminſter, that 
they were the goods of a Lord, then in armes againſt the 
Parliament ; thole goods were ordered to bee taken 0:1t 
of the handsof Sir Robert Rich , and pur into my c1{to- 
dy ( which were the only goodsof any Delinquent, or 
ſuppoſed Delinquent that ever were in my cultody ) it 
being none of my buſineſs, as I have betore declare. - 
But this was by an extraordinary order, thele things (ta- 
kenby ancxact inventory before witneſſes) being thus in 
my hands, there came a peremptory ordey to mce, to de- 
liver them-out to bee ſold, as the goods of a Del:nquent z

ſhould bee. 1'1e give you onerelation more, There comes 
al) intormation to our Committee 1n Lon4o» againſt a 
perſon tor Delinquencicy preſted and urged very hard tor 
a {pecdie ſequeſtration; the reaſon of the haſte, I percei- 
vec atterwards to bee, becauſe the party concern'd ( be- 
ing a Lawyer) was inthe circsit, and the proſecutors 
would tain have had him (cqueſtred before hee kvew or't ; 
upon heating the information and wiraeſles, I percciv'd 
the bottom ot the buſineſs to bee revenge;and private in- 
tcreſts (roſay no worſe ) their haſte addeJ ro my jealou- 
fic , and I was therefore the more ſack in furthering it. 
The next day (as Iremember ) one comes to mee to 
my houſe,trom the Proſccurtors,to ofter me gold to ſpeed 
the buſineſs. It would bee too tedtous to tell you every 
circumſtance, I retus'd it, 

After this (now mark) one of the hoaſe of 
Parliament , comes to mee to my houſc, with recom- 
mendations from others of them, to preſs mee on; 1 gave 
him civil entertainment , but grew more reſo/v'd in the 
buſineſs. After this, an eminent man in the Parliament 
came to our Committee, and preſtit, and told us, it was 
a buſineſs that many in the Parliament took notice of, 
and that it wee did not do it, they would rake it into 
hearing themſelves : I ask'd that Gentleman whether he 
came tO threaten us, and told him wee were upon our 
oaths, &c. Sorhat hce went away in diſcontent. Upon 
this ( very (peedily ) an order comes to us to appear de- 
tore the Committee of Lords and Commons for Sequeſtra- 
tions, to give an account for our non-proſecution; a Cs- 
lencl in the Army was hee that promoted it, and it was 
backt ( as I perceiv'd after) by divers members ; my 
{elf appear'd a/exe in behalt of the Committee , they ha- 
ving Councel ( beſides the Councel for the State) to 


fpeak for them: It was as great a Committee of ods 
ay 
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«nd Commons, as I everremember, to have ſeen at any” 
time, I ſomangag'd the matter, ( well knowing the 
baſcneſs of the buſineſs) that it was reter'd back again 
to us, where wee never heard more of it , inſomuch that 
the Colonel came afterward to my houle to ſpeak with 
mee , but by providence { was not at home , bur he (as 
my family and nejghbours told mce ) threarned to bee 
revenged upon mee , but by Gods goodneſs ( in whom 
Icrult ) I heard no more of him ; now had I yeelded in 
this matter, anhoneſ# Gentleman might have been r«- 
in'd , tor it wee had ſequeſtred him in Lowdon, { though 
hce had not much there ) they would preſently have 
fent down into the Country, and done the like there : 
The perſon is one of worth and honor, afterwards a mem- 
ber of chat Parliament, and of the cloſe Committee , or 
latety , (I have forgotten che ticle) and is #ow a mcm- 
ber of this preſent Parliament , one (0 cordial to the pub- 
like intereſt, that I do profeſs, when I afterwards ſaw 
him (upon his return from the circuit ) my heart rejoy- 
ced that I had ſo appeared tor him, whom (upon my 
own knowledge ) was {o true a triend to the Parliament, 
for I well knew him betore by fight, but did not know 
him by name, to bee the perſon proſecuted. I could tell 
you turther (George Jot others whom I have reſcued trom 
the jawes of ruine, upon Parliamentary proſecntions, and 
that upon baſe and packt knavery; followed with perju- 
ry, and by ſome of our own Officers, which I my (elf 
have diſcovered, and cauſed them to bee turned out: So 
that George, you mult not ſex/k,and hide your head un- 
der the (ſhelter of the Parliament. An\ for the relt that 


| followesin your anſwer and excuſe, the reader will caſi- 


ly perceive you do but q#ibble and erifle upon forms and 
circumſtances, which makes nothing to the ſubſtance of 
the buſineſs,

To another hce ſayes, *tis votoriouſly falle , any abo- 
winably falſe; an that although hee was mt aſham'aro 


fay of him, as heedid uthe general, yet hee durit vot 
inſtance 
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uiftance in 47 particular , nor (ſayes hee) will any 04 
ther in my lite time » whilſt I can antwer for my 
ſelf. 

To another (hce ſaycs ) Hee that will bee fo ſhame- 
L:ſſe to falſo fie my Petitions , ( which arc made (o viltblc) 
will not bec aſhamed to be/y my words : Where hee tur- 
ther (ayes , hee ( Biſhop) charged himythat Maſter Ca- 
lamy inltructed him to {peak as hee did ; and that ir 
was , that Aſaſter Calamics goodtricks might not come to 
light ; both which, together with what hee charged him 
betore, hee laycs, arc very falſe, 

To another , hee {ayces, hee wonders the man is not 
«ſhaw, tofaſtenthat upon him , which hee did, And 
again, hecſaycsg it this man ( meaning Biſhop ) hath 
belied others 1n his book, (whom hee 1iames) 4s hee 
hath done mee , there is not one true Page in all his book, 

And to thecleventh lye, thus ; It this man were not 
an eAthieft, or an Antiſcripturiſt, the example of Anani- 
& and Saphira might make himtremble , le# hee ſhowld 
bee ſtricken down dead, with alye in his mouth, 

And again , this falſe and aeceitful may, would make 
the world belicye, that this were proved againſt mce ; 
and thenconcludes this matter thus, T heſe,aza many other 
falſhoods might bee found in th: book , it 1 ſhovld make a 
through ſcarchiinto it : Hee calls it { ſaycs hee) a ſhore 
Plea, but I may call it, a {org lye : Aad 'tis not, fayes 
hee, for the honour of the preſent Government, to have 
a common lyar to bee a Picader for their Commone 
wealth, 

Andamonsglt all theſe lycs, C thus generally hintcd ) 
I have reſcrved onc in [pecia/ , wherein Mr, Love charges 
himnot ( onely with /yixg) but allo with forgery, 
which hee brings inthus, page 38. And becauſe I an bee 
lied about my examination, before the Committees , and 
may bee more abuſed after I am dead, therefore Iam nc-

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| Whiles I was examined (ayes hee) beforethe'Com®

{ingthar I would bee ſo meal-mouth'd, as not toread

{wallow the 6/00ds and lrves of men; Mmfters of the Goſpel 
of our L-rd Jeſns ! No marvel you turn 9xakey, turn 
Twrk_ man, or become a Jew, tro whom the name , and 
Goſpel of Chriſt, and Chriſtian is odious ; for ſhame bear 
not that ſacred name ally longer , leſtir bee blaſphem'd 
by its exe»ies, becauſc of you : Oh horrid and dreadtul ! 
not onely bee a common lyar , but to forge , to put inz 
and t.> add words, on purpole to inſnare men; no mar- 
vel you catcher at F anl.oners words, bur once ſpoken , 
and putchem in haft:ly , totake away ones eftate , when 
you forge and put in words many words ( whole lincs 
ina ſhort examination) which were never (poken ; and 
this, ro take away mens /:v. 5, 

And here, ex ore two ſerve neq"am , out of thine own 
mouwh, from thine own words ſhalt thou bee judged 2:

Words need not further to 
expreſſe ſuch an att, which in its very face is ſo manifeſtly 
ep 3y rg cr 4 wickedneſſe not found in the Roll 
of thoſe evils, which the Apoſtle mentions ſhould make the 
laſt daies perillons, Tlelay nomore, I need not,Read the 
words, and remember your own actions, and apply. 

Bur let mce ask you , were theſe al, whoſe blood you 
thirſted after} Did you not write a letter toa friend of 
yours in Briftol from White-Hall, that until Ca/amy, and 
ſome other of the Prieſts were dealt withal, as Love was, 
it would neycr bee well? I hope I ſhall one day get that 
book of yours, which you writ agaialt him (mention- 
ed before) vize A ſhort Plea for the Comm:.nwealth, Thoſe 
who have ſeen it; tell mee , it molt tully ſets torth the 
ficrcenels, and bicterneſs of your ſpiric, not only againlt 
bim, butthat.,you ſhew your rancoxr and malice thercin, 
againſt many of che ſervants of Chriſt, whoſe names are 
yet precious in the Churches , and the memory of whom 
wiltMive, when your name ſhallrot and periſh ; or if it bee 
mentioned or remembred , it thall bee with abhorrence

34. where, becauſe I ſaid the Magiſtrates had their {pots 
and failings, you (ay, they are no Magiltrates of God, but 
men of /ix, and the born of the devil : It ſpors aud fail- 
5»gs do (in your judgement ) render them cw, Oh! 
what are you ? mind that Rom, 4, beg. Therefore thou art 
inexcuſeable, O man, whoſoever thou art ( [ew or Gentile, 
Ranter, or Quaker) that jndgeſt ; for wherein thou judg- 
eft another, thow condemneſt thy ſelf ; for thou that judge/t 
doft the ſame things, (nay, infinitely worſe ) But wee are 
ſure the Judgement of God is (according totruth ) _ 
them which commit (uch things ; andthinkeſt thou thu, O 
man, that jndgeſt them who do ſuch things, and doeſt the 
ſame , that thou ſhalt eſcape the Judgement of God?

Countryman) come, there is hope in {ſrael, concerning 
tiis thing, there is {ti]] ba/-2 1» Gilead ; the blood of Jeſus 
Chriſt shedat Jernſalem (though above ftxtcen hundred 
years ago) is as cthcacious, as prevalent, aScver. Come 
man, leave quaking, don't trample upon, and deſpiſe the 
priccot thy Redemption; Iſcethouatt in the gall of bite 
rerneſſe, and bond of iniquity ; but come, repent of thy wicks 
edneſſe, and pray to God, perhaps the thoughts of thy heart, 
( and the wickedneſs of thy hands, and the blaſphemies of 
thy pen and tongue) may bee forgiven thee, Don't deſpiſe 
the riches of Geds goodneſs, and forbearance , and longs 
ſuffering rowards thee ; know , that the goodneſſe of God
